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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 19, Applicants argue that criticality of the bag shape has been supported by the specification, and 
it is - the definition of the deformation of the foil bag as liquid is withdrawn from it. However, since Applicants did not provide any differences 
between particular deformation of the foil bag of the T-shape and of the V-shape, bags of both shapes perform substantially the same 
function, and therefore it would have been obvious to those skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to make the welded seam 
of a T-shaped or a V-shaped configuration as an obvious design choice, and as such it does not impact the patentability of claims 1 and 1 9. 
It is also noted that clarifying rationale as an obvious design choice in addition to adjustability of shapes does not present the new ground 
of rejection and does not mean that Applicant's traversal of the rejection in the first place was agreed upon by the Examiner. 

With respect to claim 20, Applicants argue that rejection under Hughes in view of Osgar is improper in the light of definition cited by the 
examiner (any propellant atomizer needs flow (gas or liquid) caused by the external pressure source (pressurized gas, liquid, etc.) for 
functioning), because claim 20 recites a propellant gas-free atomizer. However, in accordance with definition the liquid is allowed for the 
atomizer being functioning that corresponds with the claimed limitation. 
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
